—A somewhat wide reaching ami de­ 
cidedly effectual bill has been 
pre­ 
pared and presented by Senator Long- 
worth of Cincinnati.

all city annual boards of equalization, 
and put in as their substitutes boards 
of review. 
These latter boards would 
supplant not 
only the 
annual, but 
likewise 
the 
decennial 
boards 
of 
equalization 
and leave them not a 
plank upon which 
to 
stand. 
The 
method by which it is to be brought 
about 
is 
unique, 
and 
suggestive 
at least of a long and thorough study 
of the subject. 
Upon the request of 
th e auditor of any county the state 
board of appraisers, composed of the 
governor, auditor of state, tieasurei 
of state and the 
attorney general, 
would be authorized 
to 
appoint a 
•board of review ot three members for 
any city now having a board of equal­ 
ization. located within 
the 
county. 
The only qualify alien -would be that 
they are residents ot the municipality 
for which selected. 
Members of this 
reviewing board would be well paid 
for their services, receiving $250 a 
month each for the time in session, 
and there would be nothing to hin­ 
der them from holding a continuous 
performance. 
They could appoint as 
many clerks as desired, up to six. to­ 
gether with six messengers, and fix 
the salaries of all. 
The auditor of 
the county would at t as secretary of 
the board and be paid the not small 
salary of $5 per day, in addition to 
his regular income as an official. 
The 
bill offers two objections, which are 
pertinent, and which have been urged 
against it. 
There would be given op­ 
portunity through the party control­ 
ling the state boa Id of appraisers to 
secure control of tile board of review 
of every city in 
the 
state 
where 
boards were to be appointed, and the 
local 
boards, having 
within 
them ­ 
selves the power of appointing clerks 
and messengers, could create powerful 
local political machines. 
Thus an or­ 
ganization could be affec ted with the 
fountainhead in the slate bouse, and 
having ramification in nearly every 
city.

Columbus. March 
31. — (Special) 
—A somewhat wide reaching amt de­ 
cidedly effectual bill lias been 
pre­ 
pared and presented by Senator Long 
worth of Cincinnati. 
The hill is to 
abolish at one time and the same way 
all city annual hoards of equalization, 
and put in ae their substitutes boards 
of review. These latter boards would 
supplant not 
only the 
annual, but 
likewise 
the 
decennial 
boards 
of 
equalization 
and leave them not a 
plank upon which 
to 
stand. 
The 
method by which it is to be brought 
about 
is 
unique, 
and 
suggestive 
at least of a k ng and thorough study 
of the subject. 
Upon the request of 
the auditor of any county the state 
board of appraisers, composed ot the 
governor, auditor of state, treasurei 
of state and the 
attorney general, 
would be authorized 
to 
appoint a. 
•board of review oi three members for 
any city now having a board of equal­ 
ization. located within 
the 
county. 
The only qualify ation «would be that 
they are residents ot the municipality 
for which selected. 
.Members of this 
reviewing board would be well paid 
for their services, receiving $250 a 
month each for the time in session, 
and th tre would be nothing to hin­ 
der them from holding a continuous 
performance. 
They could appoint as 
many clerks as desired, up to six. to­ 
gether with six messengers, and fix 
the salaries of all. 
The auditor of 
the county would ai t as secretary of 
the board and be paid the not small 
salary of $5 per day, in addition to 
his regular in. erne as an official. The 
bill offers two objections, which are 
pertinent, and which have been urged 
against i t 
There would be given op­ 
portunity through the party control­ 
ling the state boa Sd of appraisers to 
secure control of the board of review 
of every city in 
the

where 
boards were to be appointed, and the 
local 
boards, having within 
them­ 
selves the power of appointing clerks 
and messengers, could create powerful 
local political machines. 
Thus an or­ 
ganization could be affected with the 
fountainhead in the state house, and 
having ramification in nearly every 
city.

Columbus. March 
31. — (Special) 
■—A somewhat wide reaching arni de­ 
cidedly effectual bill has been 
pre­ 
pared and presented by Senator Long- 
worth of Cincinnati. 
The bill is to 
abolish at one tim* and the same way 
ail city annual boards of equalisation, 
and put in as their substitutes boards 
of review. These latter boards would 
supplant not 
only the 
annual, but 
likewise 
the 
decennial 
boards 
of 
equalization 
and I* ave them not a 
plank upon which 
to 
stand. 
The 
method by which it is to be brought 
about 
it 
unique, 
and 
suggestive 
at least of a long and thorough study 
of the subjc t. 
Upon the request of 
the auditor of any county the state 
board of appraisers, composed of the 
governor, auditor of state, treasure! 
of stat* and the 
attorney general, 
would be authorized 
to 
appoint a 
•board of review cl three members for 
any city now having a board of equal­ 
ization, located within 
the 
county. 
The only qualification-would be that 
they are residents ct the municipality 
for which selected. 
.Members of this 
reviewing board would be well paid 
for their services, receiving $250 a 
month ea*h for the time in session, 
and there would be nothing to hin­ 
der their- from holding a continuous 
performance. 
They could appoint as 
many clerks as desired, up to six. to­ 
gether with six messengers, and fix 
the salaries cl all. 
The auditor of 
the county would ait as secretary of 
the board and bt paid the not small 
salarj of $5 per day, in addition to 
his regular income as an official. The 
bill off• rs two objections, which are 
l»ertineiit. and will* h have been urged 
against Ii. 
Th* re would be given op­ 
portunity through the party control­ 
ling the state boa**; of appraisers to 
secure * octroi ot the hoard of review 
of every city in 
the 
state 
where 
boards weie to be appointed, and the 
local 
boards, having within 
them­ 
selves the power < t appointing clerks 
aud messengers, could create powerful 
local polit)! ai machines. 
Thus an or­ 
ganization could lie affected with the 
fountainhead in the slate house, and 
having ramification iu nearly every 
city.
